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The Neglect of Spelling. 


There was a striking reminder of old times at Saratoga 


Springs, N. Y., a few nights ago,, when more than,forty repre- 
sentatives of'the free schools of Saratoga county met and com- 
peted 
:for the championship, in. spelling, and a silver loving cup 


offered by the county'treasurer. -The representatives had 
been-selected'after a series of elimination matches in the,dif- 
ferent-schools and it was an assemblage of excellent speller's, 
whose work.'was a credit to themselves and the schools they 
represented. The prize was won by one of the boys, who 
stood for three'hours before encountering a word he could not 
spell, and who had almost convinced the person who gave out 
i he words that there was not one in the dictionary that he 
could not master. 


Spelling contests were common in the old days, when 


greater value was placed'on'correct spelling than is the case 
today. Of all the criticisms of modern school methods per- 
haps none is better grounded than that directed against the 
neglect of spelling. That there is such neglect is proved by 
the large number of poor spellers the schools turn out, unless 
we are ready to admit that the boys and girls of today are not 
so apt as were those of a generation or two ago, and few of 
us are prepared to make any such admission. 


The trouble with this branch of education at present is that 


it is.not sufficiently respected. There has grown up a habit of 
regarding spelling as of second rate importance, whereas in 
former days it was held to be of the highest importance. And 
there is no doubt that the comparative neglect of this branch 
has gone too far. Notwithstanding the assertion that not 
every'one can learn tb spell accurately and that the time nec- 
essary to learn to so spell can be used to better advantage in 
other directions, it seems little less than pitiable, especially to 
old-timers, to see armies of boys and girls graduated from the 
high schools every year who are unable to spell correctly 
many of the most ordinary words. To say that this is a matter 
of little importance is to put (he seal of justification on a grave 
defect in our educational system, a defect that should be re- 
moved without unnecessary delay.

That promise is not confined to Mexican politicians. It was as far from the 
truth with Mexico as it is with some others.
